DEPARTMENT'S VIEWS, I SHOULD SAY? 

ANS. I HAVE NO PARTICULAR COMMENT TO MAKE, WE 
BELIEVE THAT IT WOULD BE INAPPROPRIATE TO COMMENT ON A 
SITUATION WHICH WE CONSIDER TO BE ENTIRELY INTERNAL TO 
ANOTHER COUNTRY. 

QUES. ARE YOU ABLE TO DENY - 

QUES. DOES THAT MEAN THAT RECOGNITION ISN'T NECESSARY? 

ANS. IF YOU'LL PARDON MY LAPSING INTO BACKGROUND ON 
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THIS, I THINK IT'S CLEAR THAT OUR PHILOSOPHY, OR OUR 
APPROACH, TO THE QUESTION OF RECOGNITION HAS BEEN EVOLVING, 
CHANGING, OVER SOME PERIOD OF TIME. 
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I WOULD POINT OUT THE EXAMPLES, IN RECENT MONTHS, OF

MR. ALLENDE. THERE SEEMS TO BE SOME DISPUTE ABOUT THE

ANS. IN LAOS, THERE WAS AN ATTEMPTED COUP. ON BACK- 
GROUND, I WOULD POINT OUT THAT IN LAOS, WHICH IS PART OF 
THE ENTIRE INDOCHINA THEATER, AND WHICH BEARS ON THE 
SITUATION IN OTHER PARTS OF INDOCHINA, I THINK THE 
SITUATION IS SOMEWHAT DIFFERENT. 

QUES. PAUL, ARE YOU SAYING THE LAOTIAN COUP WAS PRO- 
MULGATED FROM THE OUTSIDE OR INVOLVED IN SOME WAY?

QUESTION: YOU SPECIFICALLY HOPE THAT CHILE WILL RESUME 
THE DEMOCRATIC PROCESS. 

ANSWER: YES. 

QUESTION: AND A REPLY TO MY FIRST QUESTION, PAUL, CON 
CERNING THE VIOLENT OVERTHROW OF A CONSTITUTED GOVERNMENT. 
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ANSWER: WHAT WAS YOUR QUESTION, NOW? 
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QUESTION: DO YOU ACQUIESCE IN THE VIOLENT OVERTHROW OF A 
CONSTITUTED GOVERNMENT IN THE WESTERN HEMISPHERE, IF YOU 
WILL? 

ANSWER: AGAIN, I HAVE TO REPEAT THE FACT THAT WE ARE 
NOT COMMENTING ON THE EVENTS WHICH HAVE TAKEN PLACE IN 
CHILE, AND WE CONSIDER THAT TO BE INTERNAL TO THE GOVERN- 
MENT OF CHILE. 

QUESTION: PAUL, ONE EVENT THAT HAS OCCURRED IN CHILE IS 
PRESS CENSORSHIP, AND I THINK YOU WOULD AGREE THAT THAT 
DOES HAVE EXTERNAL AS WELL AS INTERNAL IMPLICATIONS. 

JUST ISOLATING THAT EVENT, HOW DOES THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
FEEL ABOUT THE INSTITUTION OF PRESS CENSORSHIP IN CHILE? 

ANSWER: I DON'T HAVE A VIEW TO OFFER YOU FROM THE TOP OF 
MY HEAD .THE SITUATION IN CHILE IS ONE WHICH IS STILL VERY 
FLUID. IF PRESS CENSORSHIP WERE PRACTICED IN CHILE ON A 
LONG-TERM BASIS, AS IN ANY OTHER COUNTRY, WE WOULD, OF 
COURSE, FAVOR THE FREE FLOW OF INFORMATION AND IDEAS. 

BUT PRESS CENSORSHIP, I WOULD ALSO HASTEN TO POINT OUT, 

EXISTS IN MANY COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD. 

QUESTION: IT DIDN'T EXIST IN CHILE BEFORE DR. ALLENDE 
WAS OVERTHROWN, THOUGH, DID IT? 

ANSWER: OKAY, BUT IM JUST POINTING OUT THAT-. 

QUESTION: WE KNOW ABOUT THE SOVIET UNION- 

ANSWER: AND A NUMBER OF OTHER COUNTRIES WHERE PRESS 
CENSORSHIP IS A MATTER OF FACT. 

QUESTION: INDEED, SOME OF OUR CLOSEST FRIENDS, BUT WE 
ARE TALKING ABOUT CHILE SPECIFICALLY. 

QUESTION: DOES YOUR NO COMMENT ON THE EVENTS TAKING 
PLACE IN CHILE PRECLUDE EVEN AN EXPRESSION OF REGRET OVER 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THE DEATH OF THE PRESIDENT? 

ANSWER: WELL, I'M JUST NOT IN A POSITION TO TALK ABOUT 
THAT SINCE, AS I SAID, WE DON'T EVEN HAVE CONFIRMATION 
OF HIS DEATH. 

QUESTION: PAUL, DO YOU HAVE DIFFICULTY IN COMMUNICATING 
WITH YOUR EMBASSY? IS THAT THE REASON YOU ARE NOT 
GETTING- YOU HAVE NO CONFIRMATION? 
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ANSWER: NO. WE HAVE COMMUNICATIONS WITH OUR EMBASSY. 

QUESTION: SIR, ON ONE INTERNATIONAL MATTER, THE NEW 
CHILEAN IUNTA HAS DECIDED TO BREAK RELATIONS WITH CUBA. 
DOES THE STATE DEPARTMENT DERIVE ANY SATISFACTION FROM 
THAT? 

ANSWER: I HAVEN'T SEEN THAT REPORT. 

QUESTION: THAT IS ONE OF THE FIRST ACTIONS THEY TOOK. 

ANSWER: I DID NOT SEE THAT REPORT. IN ANY EVENT, OUR 
APPROACH TO MATTERS CUBAN HAVE BEEN PRETTY WELL ARTICU- 
LATED WITHIN THE OAS CONSULTATIVE PROCESS. 

QUESTION: PAUL, THERE ARE SOME REPORTS ABOUT A THOUSAND 
PEOPLE HAVE BEEN KILLED IN CHILE. I HEARD IT IN A 
RADIO STATION. I THINK IT COULD BE EXPECTED THAT THOU- 
SANDS OF PEOPLE COULD BE EXILED OR SUFFER FROM SOME KIND 
OF REPRESSION OF THIS GOVERNMENT. CONSIDERING THAT THE 
PREVIOUS GOVERNMENT WAS DEMOCRATICALLY ELECTED, AS IT 
HAPPENED IN MANY OCCASIONS BEFORE, WOULD THESE PEOPLE 

THAT WOULD SUFFER UNDER A MILITARY DICTATORSHIP HAVE ANY 
POSSIBILITY OF EXPECTING SOME KIND OF ASSISTANCE OF BEING 
WELCOMED INTO THIS COUNTRY ? 

ANSWER: FIRST, I HAVE TO POINT OUT THAT I CAN'T FROM 
HERE CONFIRM ANY OF THOSE REPORTS. WE DO NOT, AT THIS 
TIME AT LEAST, HAVE ANY INFORMATION TO CONFIRM THOSE RE- 
PORTS. WITH RESPECT TO YOUR LONGER TERM QUESTION, I 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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DON'T LIKE TO GET MYSELF INTO A POSITION OF TRYING TO 
SPECULATE ABOUT WHAT THE FUTURE MIGHT BRING. 

QUESTION: PAUL, MAY I ASSUME THAT THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
IS GIVING THIS MOST SERIOUS CONCERN, THESE EVENTS IN 
CHILE? IS THE MATTER BEING PERSONALLY REVIEWED OR 
EXAMINED BY THE ACTING SECRETARY RUSH AND DR. KISSINGER? 

IS THERE A TASK FORCE SET UP TO EXAMINE THE DETAILS AS 
THEY ARRIVE? 

ANSWER: I THINK THAT YOU CAN ASSUME THAT THIS GOVERN- 
MENT AND ALL OF ITS PARTS, HAVE BEEN ACTIVELY FOLLOWING 
WHAT HAS BEEN TAKING PLACE IN CHILE. 

QUESTION: PAUL, WHAT IS THIS-? 

ANSWER: A TASK FORCE, I BELIEVE, HAS BEEN SET UP. 
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QUESTION: PAUL, HAS THIS COUP AFFECTED THE NORMAL OPERA- 
TION TO ANY GREAT DEGREE OF OUR EMBASSY; THAT IS, EXTRA 
SAFETY PRECAUTIONS TO THE STAFF? 

ANSWER: WELL, I'M SURE THEY ARE BEING PRUDENT RIGHT NOW, 
BUT THE EMBASSY ITSELF IS FUNCTIONING NORMALLY. 

QUESTION: ARE OUR PEOPLE RESTRICTED? 

ANSWER: I AM SURE THAT THEY ARE IMPOSING SOME SELF- 
RESTRICTIONS ON THEMSELVES, BUT I DON'T KNOW PRECISELY 
WHAT THEY MIGHT BE. 

QUESTION: PAUL, YOU MENTIONED THAT THE POLICY OF RECOGN- 
NITION IS IN A PROCESS OF EVOLUTION. IS THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT AND THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT TRYING TO 
SET OUT GUIDELINES ON RECOGNITION AND WHERE RECOGNITION 
IS REQUIRED, WHERE RECOGNITION WILL BE NECESSARY SO THAT 
WE CAN UNDERSTAND WHY SOMETHING IS BEING DONE OR NOT 
BEING DONE IN THE FUTURE? 

ANSWER: I THINK THAT'S A GOOD POINT.MARILYN, IN TERMS OF 
POSSIBLY GETTING SOMEBODY DOWN HERE IN THE NOT TOO 
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DISTANT FUTURE TO EXPLAIN THE LEGALITIES OF OUR POSITION. 

I WAS JUST TRYING TO INDICATE THAT THAT HAS BEEN THE 
GENERAL PHILOSOPHY WITH WHICH WE HAVE BEEN APPROACHING 
SITUATIONS OF THIS KIND. 

QUESTION: PAUL, IS THERE A POLICY, OR IS EACH SITUATION 
LOOKED O AT ON ITS OWN? YOU HAVE MENTIONED THINGS 
THAT HAVE HAPPENED IN THE PAST. BUT THIS DOESN'T NECESS- 
ARILY CONSTITUTE A POLICY. 

ANSWER: ON BACKGROUND, I THINK THAT IT HAS BEEN MORE A 
MATTER OF OUR PHILOSOPHY, OUR APPROACH, OUR THRUST, 
RATHER THAN A CLEARLY ARTICULATE DOCTRINE, IF YOU WISH. 

IT IS THE WAY IN WHICH WE HAVE BEEN MOVING. IT IS GETTING 
AWAY A LITTLE BIT FROM THE QUESTION OF RECOGNITION PER SE 
AND LOOKING AT IT MUCH MORE IN TERMS OF THE MAINTENANCE, 
RESUMPTION, CONTINUANCE OF DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH 
GOVERNMENTS THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. 

QUESTION: PAUL, IN THAT CONNECTION, WOULD THERE BE ANY 
REASON, WITHIN THE CONTEXT OF HOW YOU EXPRESS THIS 
PHILOSOPHY, OR APPROACH, TO CONSIDER BREAKING OR RESTOR- 
ING RELATIONS WITH CHILE? THEY SIMPLYGO ON-ISN'T THAT 
CORRECT? THE FORM OF GOVERNMENT IS NOT CENTRAL TO THIS 
CONSIDERATION. 
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ANSWER: ON BACKGROUND, THE FORM OF GOVERNMENT IS NOT 
CENTRAL TO THIS CONSIDERATION. THE MORE SALIENT FACTORS 
ARE THOSE OF EFFECTIVE CONTROL OF THE TERRITORY, AN 
EXPRESSED DESIRE TO MEET INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS, AND 
FINALLY, I SUPPOSE, A DESIRE ON THE PART OF THE GOVERN- 
MENTS CONCERNED TO MAINTAIN DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. 

QUESTION: NO CONSIDERATION IN ANY WAY, SHAPE OR FORM 
WHETHER THAT PARTICULAR GOVERNMENT-AND I AM NOT SPEAKING 
SPECIFICALLY ABOUT CHILE-IN ADDITION TO EFFECTIVE CON- 
TROL, WHAT ABOUT BASIC HUMAN RIGHTS AND THINGS LIKE 
THAT-NO INTEREST IN THAT? 

ANSWER: I HAVE BEEN HEARING A LOT ABOUT HUMAN 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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RIGHTS. LISTENING TO A DIALOGUE ON THIS ISSUE OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS OVER THE LAST SEVERAL DAYS BY PEOPLE MUCH MORE 
ARTICULATE THAN MYSELF. I REALLY DON'T FEEL IT NECESSARY 
TO RESTATE OUR VIEWS ON HUMAN RIGHTS. THEY HAVE BEEN 
STATED AND MADE VERY CLEAR. 

QUESTION: PAUL, IS THE STATE DEPARTMENT SHARING CHAN- 
CELLOR WILLY BRANDT'S CONCERN THAT THERE IS THE DANGER 
OF CIVIL WAR IN CHILE? 

ANSWER: I DON'T HAVE ANY ASSESSMENT TO PROVIDE TO YOU 
ON WHAT MIGHT HAPPEN IN CHILE. 

QUESTION: PAUL, THE FIRST POINT YOU MADE, ON THE ELE- 
MENTS NECESSARY FOR CONSIDERING THE RECOGNITION QUESTION, 
WHAT WAS IT AGAIN-EFFECTIVE CONTROL OF THE TERRITORY? 

ANSWER: EFFECTIVE CONTROL OF THE TERRITORY, YES. IS 
THAT A PROBLEM FOR YOU? 

QUESTION: NO-IT'S A GEOPOLITICAL IDEA. 

QUESTION: I WAS CURIOUS ABOUT COUNTRIES LIKE LAOS AND 
SOUTH VIET-NAM, IN SITUATIONS WHERE THE GOVERNMENT WE 
RECOGNIZE DOESN'T HAVE CONTROL OF THE TERRITORY. 

ANSWER: SUBSTANTIAL PARTS OF THEIR TERRITORY. 

QUESTION: PAUL, CAN WE MOVE TO THE SECOND POINT OF YOUR 
EXAMPLE-INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS. I DON’T KNOW WHAT 
YOU MEAN. YOU MEAN PAYING BILLS, OR NOT EXPROPRIATING 
PROPERTY, FAIR COMPENSATION, OR SHOWING UP AT THE UN? 

COULD YOU PLEASE GIVE US SOME EXAMPLES OF THE KIND OF 
OBSERVANCE OF INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATIONS THAT WE ARE 
HAPPY WITH IN A GOVERNMENT-A GOVERNMENT SUCH AS THE NEW 
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GOVERNMENT OF CHILE. IF HUMAN RIGHTS ARE NOT SOMETHING 
YOU WANT TO TALK ABOUT, I WOULD LIKE SOME IDEA OF AN 
INTERNATIONAL OBLIGATION. 

ANSWER: I THINK IT WOULD INCLUDE SUCH THINGS AS A WILL- 
INGNESS TO BECOME A MEMBER OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY. 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS, AN EXPRESS DESIRE TO MEET 
STANDARDS OF INTERNATIONAL CONDUCT AND DIPLOMATIC 
BEHAVIOR. 

QUESTION: PAUL-THOSE THREE CRITERIA— THE SAME THING 
ALWAYS HAPPENS? THERE IS NO CHANGE OR EVOLUTION THERE? 

ANSWER: I REALLY HESITATE TO GO INTO THIS FURTHER ON A 
LEGAL BASIS. I WOULD PREFER TO HAVE SOMEBODY DOWN 
HERE TO EXPLAIN IT. I KNOW FROM MY LIMITED STUDY OF 
INTERNATIONAL LAW THAT THESE HAVE BEEN CONSIDERATIONS, 
CERTAINLY. 

QUESTION: PAUL, HAS THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT DROPPED 
AN OLD POLICY OF ONLY RECOGNIZING THOSE GOVERNMENT OF 
WHICH IT APPROVES? 

ANSWER: ON BACKGROUND, IT THINK THAT IS BASICALLY- 
THAT IS A REFLECTION OF THE PHILOSOPHY THAT WE ARE 
PURSUING. 

QUESTION: WELL, FORGIVE THE NEXT QUESTION, THEN, BUT WHY 
THEN DOESN'T THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT RECOGNIZE 
CERTAIN OTHER GOVERNMENTS, LIKE CUBA. 

ANSWER: WE HAVE STATED OUR POSITION ON CUBA. 

QUESTION: PAUL, YOUR REFERENCE TO HUMAN RIGHTS-- 

ANSWER: BUT I WOULD POINT OUT IN TERMS OF CUBA THE FACT 
OF A CERTAIN AMOUNT OF RECIPROCITY ARISES. 

QUESTION: PAUL, FOLLOWING UP ON MARILYN, YOU ARE SAYING, 
THEN, THAT HUMAN RIGHTS, MORAL FACTORS AND THE FORM OF 
GOVERNMENT PLAY NO CONSIDERATION IN WHETHER THE UNITED 
STATES ESTABLISHES DIPLOMATIC CONTACT WITH OTHER GOVERN- 
MENTS AT ALL-THAT HAS NOTHING TO DO WITH IT. 

ANSWER: NO, I DIDN'T SAY THAT. 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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QUESTION: DIDN'T YOU SAY THAT IT IS NOT A CONSIDERATION? 

ANSWER: I DIDN'T SAY THAT. IT IS A MATTER OF DEGREE. 

QUESTION: WHAT IS A MATTER OF DEGREE-HOW REPRESSIVE 
THEY ARE? 

ANSWER: WE MIGHT VERY WELL FIND INSTANCES WHERE ACTIONS 
OF ANOTHER GOVERNMENT WERE SO REPREHENSIBLE THAT THAT 
WOULD IMPAIR OUR RELATIONSHIP WITH THEM. 

QUESTION: SO IT IS A MATTER OF THE DEGREE OF REPREHEN SIVE- 
NESS. 

ANSWER: WELL, STATE IT WHATEVER WAY YOU WANT TO STATE 
IT. 

QUESTION: PAUL, I ASSUME YOU ARE REFERRING, IN YOUR DIS- 
CUSSIONS OF RECENT DAYS, TO THE KISSINGER OUTLINES BEFORE 
THE SENATE FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE OVER THE PAST 
SEVERAL DAYS, IS THAT CORRECT? 

ANSWER: YES -THAT MATTER HAS BEEN DISCUSSED. 

QUESTION: THE STATE DEPARTMENT AGREES WITH THE KISSING 
VIEW. (LAUGHTER) 

ANSWER: I THINK I CAN SAY PRETTY SAFELY THAT WE DON'T 
DISAGREE WITH HIS VIEWS. 

QUESTION: PAUL, REALLY, WHEN WE HEARD, I THINK IT WAS, 
CHARLIE BRAY EXPLAIN OUR VIEW ABOUT THE CHANGE- WHEN HE 
ADDRESSED THE QUESTION OF RECOGNITION WITH REGARD TO THE 
CHANGE IN THE GREEK STRUCTURE, ALTHOUGH HE DIDN’T USE THE 
WORD "INERTIA" THAT WAS THE INFERENCE I GOT. IN OTHER 
WORDS, THAT ONCE WE HAVE RELATIONS WITH A COUNTRY, WE 
TEND TO CONTINUE RELATIONS WITH A COUNTRY UNLESS THE 
GOVERNMENT IS SIMPLY SUSPENDED OUT OF EXISTENCE. IS THAT 
PART OF THIS EVOLVING PHILOSOPHY THAT YOU SPEAK OF? IN 
OTHER WORDS, WE HAD RELATIONS WITH CHILE, AND WE TEND TO 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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MAINTAIN RELATIONS WITH A COUNTRY. 

ANSWER: I CAN'T SAY THAT RIGHT NOW, BECAUSE THE SITUA- 
TION IN CHILE ITSELF IS UNCLEAR. I CAN'T TAKE IT ANY 
FURTHER FOR YOU TODAY WITH RESPECT TO CHILE. 

QUESTION: HAVE YOU BEEN IN TOUCH, OR HAS THE SOVIET 
GOVERNMENT BEEN IN TOUCH WITH THE U.S. GOVERNMENT AT ALL, 
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AT ANY LEVEL, CONCERNING EVENTS IN CHILE? 

ANSWER: THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT? NOT TO MY KNOWLEDGE. 

QUESTION: ONE LAST QUESTION ON CHILE, PLEASE. WERE 
THERE ANY LATIN AMERICAN GOVERNMENTS INVOLVED IN THE 
CHILEAN COUP? 

ANSWER: I DON'T KNOW. 

QUESTION: WELL, PAUL, REALLY-ON THAT QUESTION- I AM 
GLAD IT WAS BROUGHT UP, BECAUSE I WOULD HAVE LIKED TO 
ASK YOU, AND LET ME ASK YOU NOW, WHAT HAVE WE HEARD FROM 
OUR EMBASSY IN BUENOS AIRES ABOUT THE COUP? WHAT IS 
THEIR ASSESSMENT OF THE SITUATION? WE HAVE BEEN IN TOUCH 
WITH OUR EMBASSY IN BUENOS AIRES, I WOULD THINK. 

ANSWER: YES, WE HAVE BEEN. 

QUESTION: CAN YOU TELL US ANYTHING ABOUT THEIR ASSESSMENT 
OF WHAT IS GOING ON IN CHILE? AND WHETHER THE ARGENTINE 
GOVERNMENT WAS INVOLVED? 

ANSWER: NO, I DON'T HAVE A GENERAL ASSESSMENT TO PROVIDE 
TO YOU ON WHAT THE SITUATION IS LIKE IN CHILE AS REPORTED 
TO US FROM THE EMBASSY. THAT IS NOT TO BE SECRETIVE ABOUT 
IT. IT IS JUST THAT THERE IS NOTHING DRAMATIC TO OFFER 
YOU. 

QUESTION: SIR, YOU SAY YOU DON'T KNOW WHETHER ANY LATIN 
AMERICAN GOVERNMENTS WERE INVOLVED. HOW CAN YOU SAY SO 
FLATLY THIS IS AN INTERNAL AFFAIR IN CHILE? 
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ANSWER: FROM OUR POINT OF VIEW- 

QUESTION: WELL, I MEAN IT ISN'T INTERNAL- 

ANSWER: -IT IS AN INTERNAL MATTER. 

QUESTION: AS FAR AS YOU KNOW, IT IS AN INTERNAL MATTER. 

ANSWER: THAT IS RIGHT. FROM OUR POINT OF VIEW, IT IS 
AN INTERNAL MATTER. AND I THINK THAT IS VERY CONSISTENT 
WITH ALSO MY ACKNOWLEDGED IGNORANCE OF ANY OTHER GOVERN- 
MENT PARTICIPATION THERE. END QUOTE. 
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
